I’m urging all 
citizens and residents to 
please remove their vehicles 
off the roads during such 
emergencies so that our 
crews can get their job done. 

“We need the cooperation 
of each and every citizen to 
accomplish this task,” the 
mayor added. 

Violators could receive stiff 
fines and jail sentences.

Local and area fire officials 
are also urging citizen coop- 
eration in clearing snow from 
buried fire hydrants. ”If 
there is a fire in a neighbor- 
hood and our men are de- 
layed because of the inability 
to find and locate the hyd- 
rant. a life could be lost,” a 
fire official said. 

“It may be difficult for an 
elderly resident to clear snow 
from the hydrant. If they 
would contact us or even 
place some sort of marker at 
the site of the hydrant we 
would appreciate it.” 

Romulus schools received 
a $42,517 check from the state 
of Michigan this week, their 
part in state aid payments, 
according to State Rep.

Recommendation stirs furor 

2 schools to close? 


Supt. William Bedell s recom- 
mendation to close Beverly and Mt. 
Pleasant Elementary Schools next 
fall as a means of saving the Romu- 
lus School District some $240,000 
annually in operating expenses met 
with heated opposition Monday 
night. 

The Romulus Board of Educa- 
tion, which is considering six diffe- 
rent plans for school consolidation 
submitted by a citizens’ committee, 
will hold meetings throughout the 
community to receive citizen input 
on the issue. 

Public sessions are scheduled at 
Cory School at 7 p.m. Feb. 10; Be- 
veryl School, 7:30 p.m. Feb. 17; 
Haiti School, 7:30 p.m. Feb. 24, and 
the regular school board meeting 
at Barth School, 7:30 p.m. Feb. 22. 

“It’s in the best interests of the 
children in this community to close 
Beverly and Mt. Pleasant,” Dr. Be- 


dell told the board. Beverly is the 
smallest school in the northern part 
of the city and the children would fit 
in at Wick and Cory. 

“Mt. Pleasant would be the best 
school to shut in the southern end 
because Barth is bigger and 
has more facilities.” 

According to the superintendent, 
approximately 1400 students would 
be affected if his recommendation 
is approved. Bedell said the district 
will “barely survive” financially 
this year and is operating two more 
schools than necessary at present. 

“We know what’s in the best in- 
terests of our children,” declared 
Mrs. Dorothy Phoenix, who en- 
gaged in a heated debate with Dr. 
Bedell at the board meeting. “This 
is Black History Month and you will 
go down in history as being against 
black children if you do this (close 
Beverly). 


“It is a blatant racist decision to 
scatter our children,” she charged 
the school board. 

“On the contrary,” replied Dr. 
Bedell, “Beverly was built for ra- 
cial segregation purposes. These 
children will not be scattered but 
would attend the two north side 
schools which would remain.” 

Tom Coleman and Mrs. Mary Ed- 
wards, residents in the Beverly 
School area, also urged the board to 
reject the superintendent’s recom- 
mendation. Coleman told the school 
officials of jiis unpleasant experi- 
ences while attending a school 
away from his neighborhood some 
20 years ago. 

School Board President Michael 
Woods reminded the audience that 
a decision regarding the proposed 
school closings has not been 
reached. No date was given for the 
announcement of the board’s ruling 
on the matter.

Fear Another ‘Love Canal’ 

Sumpter Township officials wage war against toxic wastes 


Like an unwanted child it exists and is 
protected because it is a ward of the 
state. 

Local communities watch as it de- 
vours poisonous sustances and coughs 
out noxious odors And. as if the odors 
aren t enough, the by-products of its 
digestion could lead to countless ail- 
ments and illnesses for humans 
This is the kind of picture one sees 
when he or she discusses landfills 
And. after the revelations of “Love 
Canal." a community in New York that 
suffered the consequences of uncontrol- 
led landfills and toxic wastes, more peo- 
ple have become aware of the dangers 


landfills pose to humans and the en- 
vironment 

In Sumpter, where the township board 
had adopted a moratorium on landfills 
and is fighting a court battle with City 
Sand & Landfill over their proposal to 
dump toxic wastes in the township, offi 
cials and residents know how frustrat- 
ing these wars can be 

City Sand & Landfill in August of 1981 . 
sought a permit to run a general com- 
mercial landfill for toxic wastes under 
the state's 1979 Hazardous Waste Man- 
agement Act. If the state gives the own 
ers approval, the local authorities can 
do little about it because state law super 


sedes local ordinances 

We are the only township board to gc 
on record, in my opinion, to opposing 
these kinds of landfills,” said James 
Reeves. Sumpter Township supervisor 
* Obviously we re not doing this for pub- 
licity. We have deep concerns for the 
welfare of our people We don t know 
w hat this waste will do to our bodies and 
to our children— and we will fight it 
Reeves said that the odors emanating 
from the landfill are unbearable in the 
winter. "Do you know what it s like in 
the summer 0 I don’t want to describe it 
v We have residents in the immediate 
vicinity of that landfill. Reeves said 


City Sand & Landfill, which occupies 
approximately 240 acres in the Elwell 
Rd and Willow Rd area presently hand- 
les non-hazardous wastes Sumpter 
Township residents have had problems 
with the operation in the past the runoff 
from the landfill being one of the major 
concerns 

Most of the w aste dumped in the land- 
fill is transported via trucks from De- 
troit. which is another bone of conten- 
tion Residents feel Deroit should keep 
• their own waste '* 

That sentiment is also echoed by 
Reeves, who pointed out that there & 


city officials can provide for their ow n 
landfills 

• And if that s not the solution . why not 
recycle this waste or use incinerators to 
get rid of it 0 “ Reeves continued 
“Dumping it in the earth and letting that 
stuff seep into our water streams is 
appalling 

I don t w ant Sumpter or any of our 
communities to become another Love 
Canal. Reeves stressed 

He obviously has the support of the 
board, which is willing to take the fight 
to the Supreme Court if necessary to- 


warrant preparation after the audit is 
completed. (Section 9.9. paragraph C of 
the Romulus City Charter): 

• All invoices are to be approved by 
the Department Head or Elected Offi- 
cial incurring the expenditure. (Section 
9 9. paragraph C of the Romulus City 
Charter) 

• The Clerk’s Office will have access 
to Accounts Payable files to facilitate 
the auditing process 

• All audited documents are to be 
stamped and initialed by the Clerk’s 
Office. This procedure is to assure or to 
authenticate that the audit function has 
been completed by the Clerk's Office 

• As you are well aware, there exists a 
serious problem as to who is to perform 
the Accounts Payable function After 
many attempts to resolve this issue, the 
Mayor's Office refuses to negotiate in 
good faith. ’’ Cantrell stated 

“I . therefore, have come to the conclu 
sion that our vendors and employees 
must not suffer because of the differ- 
ence in interpretation of theh City Char- 
ter requirements between the two admi- 
nistrative offices The City Clerk will, 
under protest, sign the past warrants to 
enable the Treasurer to issue payments 
for those who have serviced the City in 
one way or another 

Cantrell added that in no way should 
his communication be construed that 
the City Clerk and the Mayor have re- 
solved this issue He feet, however, that 
many concessions have been made by 
the Clerk’s Office contrary to policy held 
by the Clerk's Office for the past eleven 
years. 

“I have made this decision so as not to 
embarass our community further and. 
most importantly, to restore our en- 
tegrity with our suppliers." he wrote 

“The Clerk's Office." Cantrell con- 
tinued, ‘will continue to serve the 
Romulus Residents and elected officials 
to the best of its ability In order to 
accomplish goals in government as well 
as in the private sector, there must be 
cooperation and harmony or all will 
fail.”

For 
the past 2 months, my brother has gone 
down and paid my grocery bill, which 
averages $50 a month. When I went in to 
the Social Security office for my yearly 
reevaluation for SSI payments. I was 
told that his kindness caused me to be 
overpaid. I don’t understand why I 
should be penalized for this. 

A : Your brother is providing you with 
food by paying your grocery bill ea<;h 
month. The law requires that you be 
charged in-kind support and mainte- 
nance when you are supplied with a ne- 
cessity — such as food — by a third 
party.

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Can it happen here? 

County says safeguards would prevent nuclear plant disaster 


Wayne and Monroe County residents 
living near the Enrico Fermi II Nuclear 
plant “are in good hands” in case of a 
malfunction. Monty Phillips of the 
National Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion. told officials Wednesday during a 
! critique of emergency procedures taken 
following a simulated disaster at the 
power plant February 2nd 

( Success of the disaster drill, consi- 
dered one of the best ever conducted 
^since the Three-Mile Island Nuclear 
'plant malfunction fiasco in 1979. is ex- 
pected to assure the Detroit Edison 
Company officially tht they will receive 
their license next week — a requirement 
before the plant can be operated 


The critique, conducted at the Monroe 
City-County Building by members of the 
NRS. FEMA ( Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency). Detroit Edison, and 
local and county officials last Wednes- 
day completed some six months of plan- 
ning and simulated problems associated 
with nuclear power plant operations. 

Wayne County Commissioner William 
Sullivan, responsible for planning and 
coordinating emergency reaction proc- 
edures within Federal and State guide- 
lines among local communities, was en- 
thusiastic in his praise of police, fire, 
health, social services, and emergency 
personnel taking part in the exercises 

“These people displayed exceptional 


expertise in carrying out their duties, ” 
he said, “and without their cooperation 
the highly succesful Febraury disaster 
drill could not have been effected ” 

Sullivan especially noted the response 
of the communities of Flat Rock. Gibral- 
tar. Brownshtown Township. Rock- 
wood. Trenton, and Wayne County em- 
ployees. 

The Commissioner, who acted as 
county liaison with the State On-Scene 
Emergency Operating Center (EOC) at 
Flat Rock city hall, during the emergen 
cy drill personally thanked Police Chief 
Ray HofTman.

‘Shadows 

Officials form ‘watchdog coalition’ 


Area community officials and civic 
leaders have announced the formation 
of a shadow” government to protect 
tbe interests of their citizens as Wayne 
CJounty shifts into its role as a Chartered 
government 

• Wayne County Commissioner R Wil- 
liam Joyner (D-Plymouth) and a num- 
ber of representatives from nearly 20 
city, township and civic groups told 
members of the media last week that 
since their communities are currently 
providing the lion s share of county 
property taxes they wanted to make cer- 


tain their taxpayers received a like 
share of the services 
, “While 1 applaud Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners' Chairman A 
Turner s plans to ease the problems of 
transition and his State of the County 
address asking that we all join together 
to work on the concerns that have an 
impact on Wayne County, those of us 
living in the other 42 cities and 
townships outside of Detroit are begin- 
ning to believe that we are being over- 
looked • 

“We must drive from 25-35 miles to 


obtain county services. Joyner noted, 
the county road commission has cut- 
back road repairs, drains haven't been 
cleaned for 35 years, we are being asked 
to pay for our own road signs, our por- 
tion of revenue-sharing funds have not 
kept pace with our contributions, and 
plans to conduct at least four county 
board meetings in out-county communi- 
ties have never come to fruition 
although approved by its members two 
years ago. 

‘Because of these disparities.” Joyn- 
er continued, we are proposing a 15 


point platform to ease transition, to pro- 
tect the rights of county employees now 
facing the age-old spoils system, to ex- 
plore the more efficient use of county 
properly at Eloiseand to obtain services 
and representation rightfully due out- 
county residents.”

Trade agreements 
hurt auto workers 

It has become a popular pastime in some quarters to castigate 
the American auto worker for creating massive problems in the 
domestic automobile industry. 

Higher wages and fringe benefits for American workers in 
comparison to their Japanese counterparts has resulted in re- 
cession-level unemployment, plant closings and an upsurge in 
foreign car sales , industry spokesmen tell us . And to a point their 
evaluation is valid — only to a point, however. 

For to point the finger at the auto worker as the reason for high 
prices and lack of quality workmanship circumvents the effects 
of high interest rates and a grossly unbalanced trade agreement 
that today favors the Japanese. 

Only recently the Administration has suggested that the time 
may be nearing for legislation which allows retaliation against 
Japan and other countries that do not accept U S. goods as 
readily as this country accepts their products. Current Japanese 
trade barriers, such as costly inspections of each car shipped to 
Japan has led to a $10 billion U.S. deficit in trade with the 
Japanese and has angered a growing number of U.S. officials in 
the process. 

Coult it be that “free enterprise” works best when accompa- 
nied by "fair enterprise?” 

Mike Russell, an aide to Sen. Donald Riegle, reported last 
week that the senator favors implementation of a quota system 
on Japanese automobiles for the next three years to allow 
domestic manufacturers time to complete a plant and product 
modernization program. He suggests limiting the Japanese to a 
14 percent share of the market during this period as a short-term 
solution to what has become a crisis, especially in Michigan. 

If the thought of government intervention in this matter seems 
abhorrent to the “free enterprise” defenders, consider this: 
Japan ranks as one of the world’s most isolationist countries 
with regards to permitting foreign products or services into its 
nation. So regulatory in fact that American cigarette advertis- 
ers are allowed to communicate their messages to the Japanese 
public using only the English language, Russell points out. 

Furthermore, government subsidization of the Japanese auto 
industry comes in the form of health care benefits and active 
support of marketing and planning, certainly not standard oper- 
ating procedure here. 

On Capitol Hill the realization that the lack of a reciprocal 
trade agreement with the Japanese has played a role in our 
automotive slump seems to have taken hold. As Russell reports, 
officials in Washington are “starting to talk tough" on the trade 
deficit issue. 

And “act tough” is what must follow. Auto worker concessions 
will not be themselves solve the problem unless trade irregular- 
ities and high interest rates also are addressed. 

One proposal under consideration would permit an importing 
nation, such as the U.S., to subject foreign goods to the same 
duties and restrictions ikmposed on its goods by the exporting 
nation. Only then could “fair enterprise” be achieved in the 
foreign and domestic auto industries. 

Those who feel that such “fair enterprise” legislation should 
be enacted are encouraged to make their feelings known to Sen. 
John Danforth (R-Missouri), the chairman of the International 
Trade Subcommittee of the Senate Finance Committee. He can 
be reached at 1207 Dirksen Senate Office Building, Washington 
D C. 20510. 

Trade reciprocity demands the immediate attention of our 
elected leaders. Without it, even on a temporary basis, domestic 
auto worker concessions will merely solve one part of a very 
complex puzzle.

Another viewpoint on 
W-W community college 


One of the things that concerns us most about Mr 
James McCartney s letter is his apparent panic and 
desire to abort this concept even before it has a 
chance to be reviewed and debated. 

The Wayne-Westland Board of Education will not 
reach any decision on a community college until 
May. 

We have directed that a series of public hearings 
be held, that community surveys be conducted, 
needs assessment be done, so that the wisdom, or 
lack of wisdom, of such a proposal will have a true 
test of reasonableness and investigation. 

People in education, particularly higher educa- 
tion. have a responsibility to create new ideas, to 
seek the best approaches, to explore them, and to. 
very non-emotionally, analyze them prior to bring- 
ing closure to any given issue. 

What is Trustee McCartney’s motivation to try to 
abort this concept even before it is even examined 0 
What is he afraid of 0 

Does he have some other agenda that is not clear? 
We can understand that Mr McCartney would extol 
the virtues of WC3 of w f hich he is a trustee. But. to 
what extent must he protect that turf? 

Mr. McCartney s letter calls for cooperation 
Let s look at the level of cooperation Wayne- 
Westland residents have received from Wayne Coun- 
ty Community College in the past. 

When the college first opened in 1969-70. we had a 
campus site here at John Glenn High School We had 
another very close by in Inkster at the Milton Center 
Last June, without any consultation, without any in- 
put, a letter arrived announcing the closing of those 
two centers. No member of the Board of Education, 
the Superintendent, or anyone, had been contacted 
concerning that issue and given an opportunity to 
argue the wisdom of such a decision, it was sum- 
marily and unilaterally reached and we had nothing 
to say about it Now. I ask you . can anyone say that is 
a demonstration of willingness to cooperate? 

In the first year that the Glenn site was opened, it 
had an enrollment of approximately 1.000 students. 
Today, the Western Center claims an enrollment of 
266 students. 

Mr McCartney also claims that. “Collegewide 
there are 602 Wayne-Westland Community School 
District residents attending WC3.” 

We have requested, but have been denied, a print- 
out of these people and where they attend classes. 
WC3 officials gave us the 266 figure, some of whom 


were enrolled in the nursing program which is not 
taught at the Western Campus Their unilateral deci- 
sion to abandom Glenn has disenfranchised many of 
our residents and reduced accessible community 
college education for our residents. Is this a sign of 
working together? 

Where Wayne-Westland residents go for commun- 
ity college is. by itself, abundant proof that Wayne 
County Community College is not servicing the resi- 
dents of this community. 

Over 800 residents of 
Wayne-Westland are enrol- 
led at Schoolcraft Commun- 
ity College and pay non- 
resident tuition. Nearly 450 
are enrolled at Henry Ford 
Community College, also 
paying the extra tuition 
since they are non- 
residents. 

Let s get it straight and 
clear that the WC3 Western 
Campus does not offer a full 
program. It has a limited curriculum which forces 
Wayne-Westland residents, if they desire to enroll at 
Wayne County Community College to go to other 
campus sites . one of which is down river and all of the 
others are in the City of Detroit Don’t be misled that 
the Western Campus is a full program. At an advis- 
ory committee meeting for Wayne County Commun- 
ity College held on January 21. 1982. three ladies 
from the Marshall Junior High School attendance 
area were at that meeting who had intended to enroll 
in secretarial classes They were told that those clas- 
ses were not being conducted there or had been can- 
celled and that they would have to enroll in the down 
river campus 

The Board of Ecucation is considering this ques- 
tion for only one reason. 

Our residents are being disenfranchised and are 
being hurt by the decision of Wayne County Com- 
munity College to close the campus sites within our 
district and to offer limited programs. We did not 
create this situation, they did We must respond to 
this situation as it presently exists . We have a need . a 
tremendous need, to help laid-off people get skills 
that will allow them to find a job in th6 World of 
Work’. 

In addition , hundreds of people who have jobs must

Death of a 
police 
chief

One could sense by the unsteady 
voice that it was difficult for the man 
at the other end of the telephone line 
to talk. He wanted to be cooperative, 
but he really didn t know what to say . 

“They called me earlier in the day 
and asked me to come to work — ahd 
I really can t help you out , ’ ’ the Belle- 
ville police officer said. “And. hey, 
Jerry was a close friend of mine. Of 
all of us around here — we loved that 
guy." 

There was a brief pause. 

How could one continue to question 
him? Our destinies — and our lives 
had been linked only by telephone: I 
quickly thanked the officer and un- 
successfully tried another source. 

Jerry Remus, the city of Bellevil- 
le’s police chief for the oast two years 
was dead. He died early Tuesday 
morning, of apparent heart attack 
— the latter is not from a medical 
source, but from conversation rapjd- 
ly coming over the telephones. ! 

People wanted more information 
and no one had anything of consequ- 
ence to offer. And that infamous ’ 
newspaper deadline was at hand. 

Do we go without the story and let 
rumors run rampant? Or do we tell 
the readers what we know — which 
isn’t much? The cryptic information 
we have been able to compile is that 
Remus was found in the garage of jiis 
home. State Police and local police 
officers were at the scene and were 
investigating. 

I was in contact with Chief Remus 
often. 

it 

Each Tuesday, I would telephone 
his office and he would give me a run- 
down on criminal activity in the city. 
Of late, we mainly discussed the 
weather, the storms, the abandoned 
cars. In fact, his last words to me 
were in the form of a plea to write 
something cautioning residents to 
move their cars off the roads so that 
the snow plows could get through. 

Like most police officers, Chief Re- 
mus liked to quip when asked about 
crime: "Crime? In Belleville? You 
know we have an ordinance against 
that.” 

Chief Remus had only a small 
cadre of officers to fight crime within 
the city, but he always held thenvin 
the highest esteem. I guess that' is 
one of the reasons why a man makes 
it or doesn’t — when you treat a per- 
son with respect, he usually recipfo- 
✓ cates. i 

He was a patient man. especially 
with people like myself whose jot? it 
was to get “the news." n 

We’re going to hold open the front 
page of our Belleville Enterprise edi- 
tion for him, in order to get the latest. 

And there are only a few people 
around for whom we would reserve 
that honor.

ly people in the United States It has 
railings in the bath, wide doorways 
and convenient storage spaces that 
don’t require much bending and 
stretching 

Sometimes referred to as granny 
flats, annexes, accessory living 
quarters or grand parent cottages, 
the manufactured units are very 
popular in the state of Victoria. Au- 
stralia. as public housing that en- 
ables older people and their families 
to live in close proximity There has 
been such explosive demand for 
them that the city of Melbourne has a 
wailing list of 15 to 18 months 

In Lancaster, however, it has 
taken a concerted effort, a selling 
job. on the part of the Lancaster 
County Area Agency on Aging (AoA) 
to convince local residents, elected 
officials and planners that neces- 
sary zoning variances should be 
granted 

This fall a prototype was built in 
downtown Lancaster Tours by <he 


governor and other prominent offi- 
cials received generous press cover- 
age Still the local zoning boards hesi- 
tated They were concerned that cer- 
tain dwellings would not have adequ- 
ate water and sewer systems to bear 
the strain of a dependent unit Only 
after many meetings did the county 
planning commission institute a pro- 
cedure to give homeowners some re- 
lief from the paperwork necessary to 
obtain a variance Finally, most of 
the townships in the county agreed to 
consider the use of elder cottages on 
a case-by-case basis And the struc- 
ture still must comply with zoning 
and state sewage requirements So 
far, at least eight applications have 
been made 

Leo E Baldwin of the National Re- 
tired Teachers Association Amer- 
ican Association of Retired Persons 
is promoting the use of elder cot- 
tages He says it offers a solution to 
the problem of finding affordable, 
’ housingfor all Americans “Eighty 


percent of the help received by older 
Americans comes from their fami- 
lies. but only 8 percent live with one 
another. A large majority live within 
an hour of their children and have 
daily or weekly contact," he said 

This is the basis for assuming that 
older people and adult children 
would like to live near one another if 
they had the space and privacy to do 
so. 

By providing affordable housing 
for the elderly you are reducing 
pressure for new single family un- 
its." he says Elder cottages, which 
Baldwin calls Elder Cottage Hous- 
ing Opportunities (ECHO)." helps 
free existing and moderately priced 
housing stock He likes the term 
ECHO because it implies that the lit- 
tle house echoes the appearance of 
the big one 

The success of elder cottages in Au- 
stralia bodes well for their use in the 
United States, for the country has 
several things in common witbfthe 


United States— besides English 
Seventy percent of Australian houses 
are owner-occupied, for instance. 
Zoning classifications of urbanjareas 
are similar to those in American 
cities and single family homes usual- 
ly have generous lots 

Barry W Cooper, an official from 
the state of Victoria recently itold a 
Washington symposium audience 
that the cottages have had ro .affect 
on the aesthetic appearance orivalue 
of homes Nor does the state increase 
the taxes of those who host elder cot- 
tages 

Obviously. Australian families 
have discovered that this system is a 
socially acceptable response to the 
financial, personal and physical 
needs of elderly parents 

But few local governments pn the 
United States are willing to endorse 
the concept— let alone abate taxes 
According to Baldwin. There is 
almost universal opposition by offi-

The other evening I watched the 
special on Franklin Delano 


Roosevelt. The fire was burning 
chee^Jy in the fireplace and the 
house was warm and quiet, even 
thougn outside a blizzard was puffing 
up its strength, and a few hours ear- 
lier I had heard dire warnings in a 
forecast of further economic de- 
pression. in spite of President 
Reagfiti’s optimistic forecast. 

I could have felt depressed I prob- 
ably should have felt depressed, and 
yet asJ looked around me. at my hus- 
band comfortably lounging in his 
Lazy-feoy, Uncle Gunnar bringing in 
the cAffee tray, careful not to trip 
over the telephone cord stretched out 
across the living floor and into the 
den, where our youngest was happily 
carryfng on a conversation with an 
admirer. I couldn't, somehow, feel 
depressed about my own life. But my 
heart hurt for those out there who are 
not ag fortunate. 

An&somehow. for a brief moment. 
I thoroughly understood my own 
mothdr, who through the depression, 
sought out those who were less for- 


tunate than she, and attempted to 
share whatever she had with them. 
Our back door was always opened to 
strangers, bpbo’s we called them, 
who had found their way from the 
banks of the Snake River, up through 
the winding lane to the lighted win- 
dows of our home. 

And the food in the pot on the stove 
would be stretched for one more 
mouth, and sometimes she would 
urge the hungry man to spend the 
night in a warm clean bed, particu- 
larly if there were blizzard condi- 
tions threatening. 

One evening when I was very 
young, the wind was howling outside, 
and icy snow was slashing across the 
window panes, setting the old farm 
house to shivering and shuddering, a 
sound which struck terror to my 
heart, and I ran through the living 
room, and the dining room, swung 
through the swinging door into the 
kitchen to find mother just opening 
the back door 

Standing on the porch was a real 
snowman. Little icicles hung from 
his beard, and he shivered in a thin 


old coat that barely came together 
over his chest, even though that chest 
was skinny and bent inwards 

“Ma’am,” he said before he col- 
lapsed. 

“Charles, Charles.” my mother 
shrieked as she bent over the pro- 
strate form. My dad came running 
from somewhere in the middle of the 
house, and he leaned over and lifted 
the ice-man into his strong arms and 
laid him on the window seat, not too 
far from the cook stove which was 
sending out warmth into the blue and 
white kitchen . As father pulled off the 
frozen clothes he sent me running up- 
stairs for blankets and mother pulled 
the big old wash tub from the store 
room, just off the kitchen.

seek new training, either to hold on to 
their job or to be transferred when their 
present position is no longer needed. 
That is our only thrust, to try to respond 
to the Governor ’s call in his recent mes- 
sage to the Legislature * that there must 
be expanded vocational-technical 
training.” 

Wayne-Westland has facilities, the 
background, and the ability to deliver on 
that call, and to help citizens receive 
community college education much less 
expensively than they can do it any 
other place 

So let the record stand on these points, 
but most importantly, let an honest and 
true assessment of this question go on 
without all types of charges and emo- 
tional outbursts throughout the com- 
munity. If this proposal cannot stand on 
merits, then it should die and it will not 
have my support But . if it can stand the 
test of review, if it is in the best interest 
of Wayne-Westland residents, then it 
should be brought into existence and will 
have my support 

Our district has recently opened the 
William D Ford Vocational Technical 
Center w hich would be the focal point for 
the Community College program 

Governor Milliken has recommended 
that because of Michigan s extremely 
high unemployment rate, more funds 
will have to be allocated for training and 
retraining our work force Technology 
and increased automation will require 
more vocational training for people to 
qualify for available jobs 

Wayne-Westland is in the planning, 
reviewing, exploring, asking stage We 
know that using the existing buildings, 
staff, and administrative departments 
of the K-12 program would allow a K M 
program to be offered at less expense 
than that of other community colleges 
which have separate administration 
and full time staff 'Therefore, the col- 


lege portion of our p rogram would be 
less expensive and sedf-kupporting. 

If we are convinced that it meets the 
needs of our community we will request 
that the State designate Wayne- 
Westland a K-I4 .school system We 
would not consider a plan to simply 
duplicate the program of other com- 
munity colleges We would expect our 
administrators to r eceive the assistance 
of our local busines sand labor leaders in 
the preparation of a program w'hich 
would train peoph » for jobs which exist 
and for which ther e is a need Our stan 
dards require that the needs of our com 
munity be met, kha! (axes not be in- 
creased and that our K-12 system not be 
harmed in any wa y After our school and 
community surveys and our public 
hearings, we will determine whether or 
not to petition the state for K-M status 

We need your advice and counsel and 
also an opportun ity to explain our plans 
and answer que.stions much more thor- 
oughly than can be addressed here We

Vets’ benefits 
not taxable 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Following are representative 
J questions answei-ed dally by VA counselors. Full in- 
| formation is available at any VA office). 

q — Do I report my Veterans Adminis- 
tration benefits on my Federal income 
: tax for 1981? 

A — No. By law. veterans benefits are 
not taxable and should not be reported to 
any taxing authority (Federal. State. 
City. etc ). 

* 

Q — I 've just moved and am wonder- 
ing if the Post Office will forward my VA 
compensation check to my new 
address? 

A — Yes. Checks issued under laws 
administered by the VA may be for- 
warded if the payee has moved and filed 
a regular change of address with the 
U.S. F’ostal Service. However there is a 
time Limit that the Post Office will for- 


ward VA payments. You should notify 
your nearest VA office of your new 
address as soon as possible You might 
also consider contacting your bank to 
have your VA payments deposited 
directly to your account. 

Q — Can I buy a VA repossessed home 
if I am not a veteran? 

A — Yes. The VA sells repossessed 
homes to any individual who has a good 
credit rating 

Q — Will my wife’s income help me 
qualify for a GI home loan through the 
VA? 

A — Yes. The VA has been giving full 
recognition to income of both veterans 
and spouses in determing ability to re- 
pay GI bill loans.

Paul Collins’ Beat is one of the finest pop bands of the 
past decade, as their debut LP. titled simply The 
Beat.' proved to all who heard it 

Now. close to two years later, their follow-up album is 
finally here. And yes. it was worth the wait. 

As a pop tunesmith. Paul Collins may be second only 
to Nick Lowe and the opening cut here. “That’s What 
Life Is All About . ” bears a remarkable resemblance ( in 
it’s basic sound) to Rockpile, Lowe’s former band With 
it’s Buddy Holly-like drums pushed to the forefront, the 
song aims to let you dance to some romance: "What 
good is one heart without the other . What good is my life 
without you?” 

Guitarist Larry Whitman plays some nifty licks on

Certainly “On Golden 
Pond” is one of the most 
eagerly awaited films of 
the year 

Insiders who managed 
to attend early screen- 
ings of the film came out 
with nothing but raves 
for Henry Fonda's per- 
formance. saying he w r as 
practically a shoe-in for 
an Academy Award 
On this point I have no 
argument Henry Fon- 
das portrayal of a witty 
but cantankerous old 
man knowing that death 
is just around the corner 
is one of the best per- 
formances of his career, 
and when you ve had a 
career like Fonda's, 
that's saying a lot 

But the film itself 
leaves much to be de- 
sired For Henry Fonda s 
as well as Kate Hep- 
burn’s performances, 
this film should be seen, 
but expect little more 
than that 

Notice that I’ve taken 
care tot say Henry Fon- 
da's performance, as 
Jane Fonda also has a 
key role in the film, that 
of Henry Fonda s daugh-

A strawberry sweet 
for your Valentine 


Aphrodisiacs have been a subject of curiosity, con- 
troversy and discussion over the centuries The word, de- 
rived from Aphrodite, th ancient Greek goddess of love, 
implies a love stimulus. 

It’s said that fopds which are aphrodisiacs strongly 
appeal to our sense of taste, sight and touch . Many ancient 
cultures thought desserts to be a love food. 

Whether you believe this folklore or not, one dessert 
you'll surely love is Strawberry Streusel Cake. It’s a rich 
butter cake with a delightful strawberry filling A delicious 
way to say, Be My Valentine ” 

Make this cake by baking it in a heart-shaped cake pan. 
or use a 9-inch round cake pan. For a sweetheart look, cut 
out a shallow heart-shaped piece of cake and spoon in 
strawberry filling. Then top with cake crumbs and sliced 
almonds. It’s a romantic Valentine s Day dessert sure to 
woo the hearts of your loved ones 
Because fresh strawberries are not yet in season, this 
strawberry filling is made with frozen sweetened straw- 
berries. Available in 10-ounce cartons, sliced frozen ber- 
ries are convenient and easy to use. Also available are 
whole frozen unsweetened strawberries in 20-ounce bags. 

Frozen strawberries can be used just like fresh in fruit 
salads and compotes, gelatin molds, blender drinks, par- 
faits and even shortcake. For example, sliced and 
sweetened berries spooned over pound cake and topped 
with clouds of whipped cream is a quick shortcut. 

According to ancient legend, strawberries are potent 
aphrodisiacs because of their many tiny seeds which de- 
note fertility, abundance and virility. So go ahead and 
indulge in this sensuous fruit - but watch out for its reputed 
mystical powers ! 

Strawberry Streusel Cake 

Vt cup butter or margarine, softened 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 


1 teaspoon vanilla 
V/i cups flour 

Vi teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon baking powder 
'/« teaspoon soda 

Vi cup buttermilk .1 

Powdered sugar 

Strawberry Filling (recipe follows) n j 

*/« cup sliced almonds

Cream butter and sugar Add eggs and vanilla; beat 
fluffy. Stir in sifted dry ingredients alternately with butter- 
milk. beating just until well blended Spread batter in 
greased and floured 9-inch cake pan Bake in 325 degree 
oven 45 to 50 minutes, or until cake tests done. Cool in pan 10 
minutes, then remove to rack to cool completely. Cut a 
shallow heart shape around top of cake about 1 inch from 
edges. With a fork scoop out cake to make a shallow well, 
reserving crumbs for topping Dust top and sides of cake 
generously with powdered sugar. Spoon cooled strawberry 
filling into center Shower with reserved crumbs and sliced 
almonds ; sprinkle with powdered sugar Cut in wedges and 
serve at once, or refrigerate until serving time. Makes 6 to 
8 servings. 

Strawberry Filling 

y« cup sugar 

3 tablespoons cornstarch 

2 packages (10 ounces each) frozen sliced strawberries 
with sugar, thawed 

2 tablespoons lime or lemon juice 

In saucepan, combine sugar and cornstarch;, stir in 
thawed berries and juice Cook over medium heat , stirring, 
until thickened and clear Add lime juice Cool. Makes 
about 2 cups Strawberry Filling.

Communal living never had much appeal for me - I like my privacy and 
particularly in the bedroom. Listening to ONE man z-z-z-ing his way through 
eight h'Mjrs of pillow time each night is quite enough for this borderline 
insomniac. 

But there are times when one simply has no choice as to w here she beds 
down for the night And on a recent Sunday with the winds doing re-runs of two 
previous weekends, whipping the snow into a frenzy and causing utter chaos
